USMC  JROTC 
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School  year  1976-77  was  a  banner  one  for  the  Marine  Corps  Junior  ROTC  at 
Romeoville  High.   Trophies  came  in  clusters  as  the  Fusiliers  and  the  Devil- 
ettes  performed  in  ten  drill  meets,  the  Illinois  State  Fair,   and  a  host  of 
parades  in  Northern  Illinois.

Then  over  Easter  vacation,   the 
drill  teams  spent  four  days  in  Bowling  Green,    Kentucky,   participating  in  the 
7th  annual  Western  Kentucky  University  National  Invitational  Drill  Meet. 
In  competition  against  25  high  schools  from  13  states,  the  Devilette  Pla- 
toon finished  third.   At  the  end  of  the   season,   our  teams  had  traveled  over 
5000  miles,    and  the  trophy  collection  had  exceeded  100,   with  the  Rifle 
Team  adding  two  from  competition  within  the  Ninth  Marine  Corps  District. 

The  Marine  Corps  Birthday  Ball  was  held  in  Novem.ber,   with  200  persons 
attending,    and  the  Toys  for  Tots  Christmas  Party  entertained  some  275 
needy  children  in  December.
